You may re-enter I wrote to you recently, and I purchased your 
still available books. I've read WHITEWASH 1 and 2, and PHOTOGRAPHIC 
WHITEWASH. Following your photo leads, I did some checking myself. 

I used mainly the ALT GANS, WILLIS 5 , BETZKER , andZAPRUTER pictures. 
Betzmer and Zapruter are from LIFE IN CAKALOT ,and others from 
your books. Also used are the survay maps and areal veiws. 

Firstly; the sign seen in the Zapruter film is the R.L. Thorn tan 
sign. The stemnons sign is not at all visible in this film. There are 
a few early frames of the motorcycles that show both the 1st street 
light and the Thornton sign in the same frame. 

The Betzmer picture coresponds to the Zapruter frame of about 
l80.(I've enclosed two Zeroxes that I marked for you.)The follow- 
up car is just at the end of the second stripe. 

The Willis 5 slide is slightly farther along. The distortion you 
see on Jakie is a lense effect caused by the windsheild of the mo- 
tor cycle. 

Another thing to consider in the shots is the possibility that 
the men standing on the running boards of the follow-up car would 
block the veiw of Kennedy and Conoly. 

I hope this might be of some help to you. Also, why didn't Baker en- 
counter the three negroes on the 5th floor, and wouldn't they be 
more suspect?
